His Conviction, He Claims, Was Not 
Only a Peculiar One, But Was 
Illegal Also. 


Savannah, Ga., September 9.—(Spectal.)— 
George Turner, an Effingham county negro, 
has entered suit for $96 against Shearouse 
& Co. for his for eight months, 
and the c is now in the hands of Messrs. 
J. G & D. H. Clark, of this city. Turner 
is suing on the ground that he was illegally 
leased, or rather sold, to the firm men- 
as a county court convict. for the 
term named, Turner makes a further con- 
tention that he was illegally convicted. and 
bence was illegally confined in a double 
sense, 

Mr. Clark took the case into the magis- 
trate’s court in the tenth district of Kf- 
fingham county and after a hearing the 
justice of the peace decided against him. 
He has applied for a certiorari to the su- 
perior court, however, and the case will 
up in due form, to heard before 
Judge Falligant at the coming term of the 
Effingham superior court. 

After Turner had served his term on the 
chaingang, the full term of twelve months, 
without allowance for good behavior, as he 
States, he came to Mr. Clark to make com- 
plaint. Turner claimed that he had been 
sold outright, he having first been leased by 
Woods & Co., who when they went out of 
business put all of the convicts in thefr 
charge up at auction and sold them to the 
highest bidder. Shearouse & Co. paid $8 a 
head for the negroes, or in other words, $8 
per month for the ttme that é€ach negro was 
to serve. nineteen which 
Woods & Co. had, along horse, 
were bought by Shearouse 

According to Turner, his and con- 
Viction were peculiar, to say the le 
Turner stated to Mr. Clark that he bought 
a capfroma man with whom he had been 
living, and agreed to pay him for it at the 
end of the week. Before the week was out, 
however, he was arrested warrant 
charging him with having the cap, 
and though he protested he had not had an 
opportunity of carrying out contract, 
he was nevertheless put in jail. 

After remaining in jail a few days, he 
states he was taken out by the sheriff of 
Effingham, who, he says, told him he had 
better not deny his guilt, or something to 
that effect, or it might go harder with him. 
The sheriff carried Turner to the residence 
of the county judge, F. M. Tarver, and not 
to the court, he says, and there upon Judge 
Tarver’s front porch he had all the hear- 
ing he ever received.

against somebody. and he immediately look- 
ed into it with the result that he is now 
endeavoring to recover for Turner’s ser- 
vices. It is to be noted that the convicts 
in question were not leased to Shearouse 
& Co. by the county authorities, but that 
they were bought by that firm from other 
parties. Mr. Clark thought under these 
circumstances that there was a.clear case 
against Shearouse, as he had no legal right 
under any possible state- 
ment of the case, and he the 
claim, for all it is worth. 

It is a well known fact that this has been 
a practice in Effingham for some time past. 
In fact, Mr. Clark states that it has been 
the custom in that county to lease misde- 
meanor convicts to private parties for more 
than ten years.

Adjusting Convict Hire. 

Another very delicate matter is the ad- 
justment of considerations

“In causing restitution of convicts held 
by private persons to the proper county 
authorities, and within the time specfied, 
the matter of an equitable adjustment of 
the hire paid for convicts rests entirely 
with such authorities, who may or may 
not, as thev see proper, refund a due pro- 
portion of the hire received.” 

Judge Sweat asks for minute data con- 
cerning the convicts illegally employed 
and ends his circular as follows: 

“The question of expense or hardship 
upon counties or individuals is a ter 
not to be considered, but the laws 
duly constituted yAthorities of the state 
must be obeyed and respected.’’ 

Judge Robert Falligant, of the 
circuit, with headquarters at Savannah, 
states that he wrote the of 
Bryan and Effingham counties some time 
ago requestirg lists ef convicts worked 
in private misdemealor camps, terms, of- 
fenses, ete., together with the location and 
owners of the distinctive camps, but that 
he had received no answer to thfs com- 
murication. On September 6th he

The seeming willingness for a cOmpro- 
mise displayed by the promoters for the 
list few days in evidencing a deéesite to aa- 
init population insiead of territory, nas 
had little, if any, on the north out- 
siders. They appear be more -opposed 
to the plan than ever. They have held 
eeveral secret mass theetings Within the 
last few days, and have determined to fight 
the crusade to the bittcr end. With both 
sides so inexorable therefore, this struggie 
for boundaries may become quite exciting 
before the end. 

The mutineers met last Wednesday night 
at the residence of Mr. Jack Spatding, 
North Atlanta. A-good number were pres- 
eit, and all were bitterly denouncing Mr. 
Rice fcr his ”" as they

call it. Red hot resolutions were passed 
denouncing the alderman in the eighth 


ward maiter, every mutinecr pledging him- 
self to exert every cifort to squelch Mr. 
Rice’s future political aspirations should 
he win the present fight. 

Moreover, the mutineers will use their in- 
fiuence against Chariey Rice, the son of the 
alderman, who has dabbled in municipal 
politics for some time, and who, it is said, 
has his eagle eye pinned on the foot tracks 
of his 1tather. In fact, the Rices seem to 
have erected a monument of unpopularity 
for themselves in the hearts of a few of 
the north outsiders. 

Mr. Rice Has Many Friends. 

But there ire two distinct factions in that 
charming suburb. One for alnexation, 
and the other is opposed to it. The latter 
icirces are raising Itrid howls over the 
preposed pian, and the others are keeping 
discreetly silent. They are working assi.l- 
ucusly to be admitted to the city, but they 
have said nothing about it in public 
so far. They do not propose to spring their 
litile game until the proper time. 

Several of the most prominent citizens in 
that 1:eighborhood have cailed on various 
ccunciimen and with the request that they 
exert every effort for the admission of that 
cerritory into the city. They have preferred 
that their names be kept secret in order 
hot to antagonize their neigtbors, who 
stem so inexorably bitter agzinst the plan. 
The mutineers are evidently mistaken, 
therefure, in their assertions that not a 
si1.gle man in the district would vote for 
annexation. The opposition probably has 
the majority, but there is a good force on 
the other side, who are upholding Mr. Rice 
in his plan, and who will give him every 
support hereafter. 

The mutineers have also. changed their 
ideas to some extent as to the motives thit 
prompted Mr. Rice in his crusade. They at 
first ctaimed ,he was after increasing the 
valuat.on of his property lying adjacent 
to that district, although not one foot of 
his land was ineluded in the proposed ward. 
The leading opposers now say the move- 
mert is merely an invidious scheme to 
equalize the population between the north 
and south side—to give the north side one 
more representative, or two, if possible, is 
council. 

As for the Rices—they do not appear to 
care a snap how many resolutions the 
eutsiders pass ‘against them.

The appointment of the committee by 

the mutineers has raised a huge howl 


from the residents of that section who are 
in favor of annexation. They have de- 
cided to.discantinue their silence, and

terms. The opposition has been doing all 
the talking so far; the other side will be 
heard from now. 

Those in favor of annexation feel they 
have been very unjustly treated by the 
opposition in that they have no representa- 
tion On the cOmmittee whatever. There 
fs not a single man on the list in favor 
of annexation. The citizens favoring the 
move say it is not a fair representation 
of the district; that the mutineers have 
taken the bit in their own teeth and are 
trying to run things to suit themselves 
regardless of the opinions of others. 

The supporters, therefore, have Geeided 
to act. They will hold a meeting at the 
residence of Judge Tompkins, Peachtree 
and Eighth streets, tonight at 8 o'elock. 
when another committee will be appointed 
fo meet the conference committee from 
council.

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TWO TYPES OF LOCOMOTIVES. 


American Engineers Do Not Like the 
Complicated English Pattern. 

Mr. Angus Sinclair tells a good story in 
the September number of The Pall Mall 
Magazine, describing the difference between 
American and English typcs of locomotives. 
The English locomotive is a complicated 
nachine. An engineerlon an American lo- 
comotive can reach every appliance used 
in operating the engine without moving 
from his seat or turning round. He need 
never divert his attention from watching 


for signals. This is strongly in contrast 
with many locomotives to be found in for- 
eign countries. 

A Fairlie English double-ended locomo- 
tive was put into service on the Denver 
and Rio Grande of Colorado in the early 
days, says. Mr. Sinclair. The engire was 
very complicated and American engineers 
objected to running it. An English engine 
driver happened along, looking for a job, 
and he was given-the Fairlie to run as a 
helper on a hil}. That man made a mis- 
take that called for ten days’ Suspension, 
and an extra engineer was sent to take his 
place. The English engineer explaited 
the new man all about the peculiarities ot 
the engine, the levers that had to be pulled 
to make it go in the desired direction, the 
places that had to be oiled, and the rockers, 
bell cranks and attachments that had to be 
kept in working order. When the Ameri- 
can had listened to all the directions about 
working the engine, he remarked, ‘“‘Now, 
friend, you go right on running this engine 
and I'll take the ten Qays.”

WAS A RAILROAD CONDUCTOR 


The Coroner Holds an Inquest—Ver- 
dict of the Jury—Remains Sent 
to Marietta for Burial. 


A bellboy in the hotel known as the 
“‘Bachelor’s Domain” found the dead body 
of a boarder lying on the floor uf one of 
the rooms yesterday morning. He report- 
ed the matter to the proprietor of the hotel 
and an investigation showed that the dead 
man was J. H. Jones, who was at one 
time a conductor on the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad. 

On Sunday last Jones went to ‘he hotel 
and secured a room. He was ussigned 
to a room named “Rhode Island,’ the 
rooms being named after the states of the 
unions instead of being num ered. 

He left some time during Monday and re- 
turned again Tuesday. He was seen on 
that day by a bellboy on the floor above 
that where his room was located. He ap- 
peared to be confused and swid he did rot 
know where his room was. The bcy- di- 
rected him to the floor Delow. ones was 
seen to wo into the room and clvese the 
door. That was the last seen of him 
alive. 

The stranger's absence was not noted, 
Yesterday morning a callboy went into the 
Rhode Island room and iiscovered Jcnes 
lying upon the floor at ihe fyot of the 
bed. He was clad in his underelothes and 
was drawn up as if he had dicd im great 
agony. The bedclothes were puiled off and 
tumbled in a heap upon the ovr. 

Upon the washstand ‘vere iwo boxes 
empty, Which had contained mcrphine; 
there were also several :apers in the 
pockets of his clothing, which had also 
contained the same drug. 

Krom all appearances Jones had been 
dead since Tuesday night. lle icoked to be 
a man about thirty-three years of iuge. 

The Bachelor’s Domain is in \he middle 
of the block between Houston :treet and 
Auburn avenue. It was built by Mr. Jick 
Smith, the man who built the ‘‘Huuse that 
Jack Built’® et the intersection of Peach- 
tree and Forsyth streets. 

The rooms bear the names of siates and 
upon the doors are the seals of (he states. 
On that in which Jomes met his’ death is 
the seal of Rhode Island, representing 
an anchor with the word ‘Hope.’’ 

Those who saw Jones prior to Tuesday 
nignt say that he did not appear to be 
drinking. 

The coroner held an inquest und the ver- 
d'ct of the jury. was that the deceased 
came to his death from an overdose of 
morphine, whether with suicidal intent or 
not Was not Known. 

The body was taken in charge by Messrs. 
John F. Barclay & Co., and sent io Ma- 
rietta, where the interment will take 
place,

Mr. O. J. Theis, manager of the Creighton 
gold mine, was at the Kimball yesterday. 


Work will be commenced in a few days 
on a tunnel in the Gold Hill mine, in Hall 
county, three miles from Flowery Branch. 
The lead on this property is more than 100 
feet wide and 4,000 feet in length, as shown 
by outcroppings and cross. cuts. There is 
a shaft W feet deep, cutting some of the 
prettiest free milling ore to be found in any 


country. The last assays made averaged 
$22. A tunrel started in the face of the 


bluff will cut the granite foot wall at about 
150 feet from the mouth and 100 feet below 
the surface of the plateau woich runs back 
from the top of the bluff.. The mouth of 
the tunnel will be high enough to allow 
the ore to descend by gravity to the crusher 
and be fed automatically to the stamps.

In speaking of the 
matter yesterday, Dr. Hillyer said: 

“About ten days ago I had an interview

with Rev. Mr. Schadewell, the pastor of 
the Catholic chureh in Atlanta, to find 


out What objections, ifany, he had against 
the adoption of my book as a textbook 
in the public schoois of our city. In that 
interview he expressed himself as decided- 
ly pleased with it upon the whole, but 
mentioned three, and only three, objections. 
One was only an omission of a paragraph, 


that he thought was needed, in one of 
my chapters. I agreed with him that the 
paragraph might have been very well in- 


serted. On this objection, however, he did 
not seem (oO insist so strongly as to make 
its insertion a condition of the adoption 
of the book. 
“His second objection was that I haa 
followed King James's version of the deca- 
logue and had made no allusion to the 
Catholie version. And the third objection 
was that my statement of the law of di- 
vorce differed from the Catholic view ot 
that law. ‘He seemed to feel these two 
objections to be so serious that he coula 
not give his sanction to the book unles& 
they could be in some way removed.

Biggest Crowd Ever Seen in Jackson 


County Present. 


THE BURIAL WAS A WAS A HOLIDAY EVENT 


People Come in Wagons for Miles To 
Get a Glimpse of the Remains. 
Last Chapter of the Tragedy. 


Resting beneath the sod at Appalachee 
cemetery is the body of H. S. Perry, who 
two days ago was full of life and health 
at his cell in Fuffton jail. 

Jackson county never had a more largely 
attended event than the funeral of the man 
who was hanged at Decatur Wednesday. 
Thousands, attracted by morbid curtosity, 
went and gazed on the pal, dead face of 
the man who died on the gallows. The 
crowd at the cemetery was the largest ever 
gathered together in’Jackson county. 
afternoon. 


Perry was buried yesterday 
His wife and all of the relatives were 
present. In the early morning the crowd 


began to gather at Auburn, where Perry’s 
wife’s father lives. There was some un- 
certainty as to the time of the funeral and 
the curious peoples;wanted to be sure that 
they wouldn't miss a sight of the man wno 
was hanged. 

By noon there was an enormous crowd 
at Auburn. At the cemetery, a mile below, 


the town, there were 2,000 people. An hour 
before the burial the roads leading to 
Auburn were full of wagons, buggies and 
all kinds of conveyances. For two miles 
each way there was a continuous stream 
of vehicles laden with people anxious to be 
at the funeral. At the cemetery the scene 
was more: like a great political gathering 
than a funeral. The big crowd scattered all 
over the cemetery and completely hid the 
headstones and monuments from. view. 
There was little to suggest the real nature 
of the meeting except. a big red mound of 


earth freshly turned out of a@ new grave. 
Around th excayation stood the usual 
curious crowd of small boys, who kept 


running and crowding around, occasionally 
knocking in a clod of dirt which fell with 
a dull thud on the bottom of the opening, 
where Perry’s remains were -shortly to 
rest, and frightening the more timid with 
its ominous sound. 5 

Around the grave was the only place in 
the cemetery where there was any degree 
of quiet. Everywhere else the people were 
crowded together around some one in the 
center, Who was reading the account of the 
hanging in The Constitution. 

After the last funeral rites were perform- 
ed the crowd began its departure. It was 
an hour before the cemetery was deserted 
with its new dead,
